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INTRODUCTION 




The undertaking of the Louisiana Purchase 
Exposition is an event of great historic importance, 
for though various motives may actuate the visitors, 
there must result, even to the most superficial ob- 
server, an impulse which will largely modify the 
efforts of mankind in the succeeding decades, as 
it has since Chicago commemorated the landing of 
Columbus, and Philadelphia that of the signing of the Declaration of Independence. 

What Spain was to the Columbian Exposition of 1893. France is to the great St. Louis 
Fair of 1904. Italy gave to Spain the idea, as represented in Columbus, but Italy had 
no share in the pioneer labors which added to the world the American Continents Spain 
yielded her authority over the Territory to France, in 1800. through the secret treaty of 
San IldcfonFo. Unable to maintain a Colonial Empire at so great a distanee. Napoleon 
authorized his minister to sell the Territory, then known as New France. President Jeffer- 
son, learninir of the desire of the French in this matter, appointed Messrs Livingston and 
Monroe to negotiate the treaty. On the 30th of April, 1803. the terms of transfer were 
agreed upon, and for the sum of Si 1.250.000 to which was added S3. 750. 000. amount of 
debts due (.iii/.eiis of the United States bv France, the vast area, embracing 1.182,752 
square miles, passed under the dominion o( the United States. 

Within two and one-half years, where now stands the World's Fair City of more than 
1.000 biiil(lin:^s. there was nothing but hills, forests and winding streams. Away off to 
the northeast there was a level tract of land of some four hundred acres. On this plain 
stands the ei_«L,^ht niagniticent exhibit palaces. The ground area covered by the great St bonis
